NAVIGATION LAWS. 


PRELIMINARY. 


Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 
Miiwavukesg, Aug. 22.—The National Board of 
Trade reassembled at half-past 9 o’clock this 
morning, President Fraley in the chair. 
CANADIAN RECIPROCITY. 

On motion, the subject of Canadian reciproci- 
ty was made the special order for to-morrow 
morning. 

THE COMMITTEE ON OREDENTIALS 
reported favorably upon the application of the 
Board of Trade of Portland, Ore., for admission, 
and their delegate, Mr. J. B. Montgomery, was 
given ascat. 

THE REGULAR ORDER 
was then taken up, and discussion resumed on 
the following resolutions, offered by Mr. Hill, 


of Boston, Tuesday: . 

Resoived, Tnat, in the judgment of the National 
Board of Trade, the navigation laws of the United 
States, which forbid registration under the Ameri- 
can flag to foreign vessels purchased and owned by 
American citizens, have not only failed to yield the 
advantages expected from them to the American 
ship-building class, for whose benefit they were 
enacted, but have also contributed to the serious 
decline, and almost threatened extinction, of the 
American ship-owning interest, and to the ocean- 
carrying trade of the United States. 

Resolved, That the immediate repeal of these 
laws, by giving encouragement to American citi- 
zens to become ship-owners and to engage in the 
foreign commerce of the country, would conduce 
also to the permanent prosperity of the ship- 
builders of the U nited States. 

Resolved, That the immediate repeal of these 
laws would offer the beat inducement which the 
Government could hold out to American citizens to 
enter into competition with the citizens of other 
countries for a proper share of the vast steam traf- 
fic of the Atlantic Ocean, now 2 almost 
1 under other flags than our own. 

Resolved, That when the customs tariff of the 
United States comes before Congress for consideru- 
tion amd revision care should be taken that the 
ship-builder is placed on as favorable footing as 
a in the importation of such — as 

t is necessary for him to procure from abroad. 


MR. JOHN. P. WETHERELL, OF PHILADELPHIA, 
said the whole question from beginning to end 
was thoroughly understood. It was well known 
how the supremacy of England upon the sea 
was secured,—that our navigation laws were in 
a measure based upon hers before 1848, in order 
that we might, by encouraging our own people, 
arrive at probably the same result. Although 
they had talked somuch about this subject, 
although they had endeavored to arrive at the 
best result they could, although, by a vicious 
currency, we never could buy iron steamers here 
as low as on the Clyde, and, although they were 


| supported by an injudicious and onerous tariff, 


they never would arrive at the stage where they 
could compete with the Clyde. Yet all 
this showed how futile human judgment 
was, and that, if they endeavored to do the best 
they could for their own interests,—with what 
light they had to take care of their own in- 
dustries,—in the end, if properly encouraged, a 
cheapening of prices would enable us to com- 
pete probably with the world. 
IF HE WERE RIGHT 
in the statement that to-day a better ship could 
be built bere for the same money than else- 
where, he didn’t want to insult the intellegence 
of the American people by saying that, in that 
condition of things, there was any necessity for 
them to go to the Clyde. If the going were 
authorized, the law would be inoperative, and 
of no avail At this late day measures of 
practical value were demanded, to the exclusion 
of purely theoretical dogmas or systems. Five 
years ago, what was proposed might perhaps 
have been well, but the times bad changed, and 
it was to-day absolutely useless. He was in 
hopes that a commission would be formed, and 
that a thorough and complete reorganization of 
the tariff laws be made. The laws were 
FILLED WITH BLUNDERS 
and inaccuracies, and rendered it, in a great 
measure, almost impossible for honest men to 
trade in competition with dishonest ones. This 
was a measure the Board was charged with, and, 
with that great end in view, they should not, by 
adopting the resolutions, water their influence. 
They should not demand such an alteration of 
the law as would be thoroughly inoperative and 
ineffective. The question of free ships was one 
of tariff and not of navigation laws. Ali would 
agree that they could go anywhere and buy 
ships and have them registered and sail under 
the American flag. But the point was, why 
should he have the privilege of going to 
Engiand and expending $300,000 in a ship 
free of duty, while the lumber, and the iron, and 
the copper men, when they bought the ma- 
terial which compacted formed the ship, should 
pay a duty of at least 10 or li percent? Mr. 
Hill could not point to a single man · m Boston 
who would give him an order to buy a ship on 
the Clyde. 
THERE WAS ANOTHER DANGER 
which should not be overlookea. If be desired 
to engage in the foreign shipping business, why 
should not a Milwaukee man. wanting to em- 
dark in the lake trade, have the privilege of go- 
ing and buying a ship where he pleased? Why 
was it, if a demand was made that veasels should 


| be registered if bought abroad, that vessels | 


should not be enrolled ff purchased abroad? 
Some who advocated the one would not 
care to advocate other. It might 
possibly be a logical conclusion, were a commis- 
sion disposed to act consistently, that, if it 
were right in the one case, it was right in the 
other. He hoped the Board would come to as 
wise a conclusion as they did last year in New 
York. No more important subject could be 
delegated to the Executive Council than that of 
securing the wiping out of the unfair and un- 
just laws which exist in regard to the tariff. He 
hoped the Board would act asa unit to bring 
about such a result. 

MR. k. P. DORR, OF BUFFALO, 
wanted to say a few words in favor of the 
American ship, and to show why there was no 
need to go abroad to purchase vessels. Ameri- 
can ships had been one of the greatest assistants 
in building up this country, and in the past the 
shipbuilding interest had been one of the great- 
est importance. The commerce of America had 
passed into other hands since the War, and as 

A CONSEQUENCE OF THE WAR. 

It bad been said that this was a question, not 
of the keel, but of the flag. He held 
that it was a question of the keel, 
and that America’ possessed skilled 
mechanics unertelled in the world. 
If they could buy slits as cheaply in this 
country as avroad, why go abroad to buy, and 
why ask permission to do so America has the 
finest timber in the world, and her cotton for 
canvas, ber wire cables, and anchors, were un- 
excelled by any. He included Canada in these 
remarks, and pointed to the growth and pros- 
perity of St. John, New Bruuswick, as an ex- 
ample of what home industry would do. 
Europe was drawing on this country for its 
timber of which to construct ships. He thought 
it quite probable that there was already 

AN EXCESS OF TONNAGE IN EXISTENCE, 
and why should Americans enter into the mar- 
ket and take these off the hands of the owners? 
A gentieman present had told him that he had 
been offered a ship at $45 per top. He went for 
the American sbip in its entirety, and hoped 
that they and their Canadian brothers would 
look to their own forests and their own mines 
for the material. 

MR. FREEMAN, OF DETROIT, 
favored the resolution introduced by the Boston 
Board of Trade. He believed that the improve- 
ment in the financial condition of this country 
was not to be found on the resumption of spe- 
cie-payments, or in any other of the panaceas 
offered from time to time, but in the growth of 
foreign trade. We produce much more than 
we consume, and something must be done to 
fina foreign markets for our vroducts. 
THE TIME WOULD COMB 
when merchants would go into the markets of 
the-world and buy ships where they were cheap- 
est. England maintains her manufacturing su- 
premacy to-day ond the energy of her mer- 
chants in finding markets fot her manufactured 
products, and, with the recogniged character of 
her goods, America would, under wise navige- 
tion laws, become the foremost manufacturing, 
as it is to- day the foremost agricultural, country 
of the world. 
MR. AMBROSE SNOW, OF NEW YORK, 
was in favor of free trade. in ships as in every- 
thing else. At present there was no need to 
go abroad to buy ships, for he knew that he 
could buy a 2,0000-ton ship in an Eastern 
narbor at $40 per ton. The advantage 
of a wise law was shown in the 
situation of Great Britain. If that 
Power gets into a war with Russia, her mercan- 
tile marine would simply pass under another 
flag while the war lasted, the owners knowing 
that they could bring back their vessels under 
the British flagat the close of thewar. England 
now has. a mercantile marine with a tonnage 
equal to fully 13,000,000,—that is, if it were all 
rated as sailing vessels are. In order to build 
up her trade 


ENGLAND HAD IN THE PAST SUBSIDIZED 


STEAMERS 
trading to all parts of the world, but she hed 
discontinued that system to a great extent, and 
it would soon stop altogether. The speaker 
thought it was an utterly foolish thing that they 
could not buy vessels in Canada or Great 
Britain, or that a man in St. John could not 
become part owner of a vessel with 
a New Yorker. In case of a war 
that should enhance the value of American ves- 
sels, thousands would be built to meet the de- 
mand, which would only last as long as the war 
might. At the close of the war they would be 
left with an enormous fleet on their hands, with 
which they could do nothing. 

MR HOFFMAN, OF PHILADELPHIA, 
asked the gentleman from Boston to withdraw 
the last resolution, that relating to tariff, and 
allow the Board to pass simply upon the ques- 
tion of open registration. 
MR. HILL 
said that it had been his intention to ask per- 
mission to withdraw the resolution. As to the 
question of whether foreign-built ships should 
be-make to pay a duty when so admitted, he 
desired to leave that entirely inthe hands of 
Congress. But he boped the Board would now, 
as it had in previous years, stand by the princi- 
ple of allowing Americans to buy ships where 
they could get them cheapest. 
MR. JOHNSTON, OF MILWAUKEE, 
wished to correct some remarks that had been 
made. Ir his opinion the English trade was 
not built up during the existence of the Naviga- 
tion laws, but after they were repealed. This 
was a pure matter of supply and demand, and 
American citizens ought not to be hampered in 
this regard any more than in any other. Allow 
Americans to buy ships, and those ships will be 
repaired in American ports, where they were 
owned. The gentleman from Buffalo had talked 
about using our own timber, rope, and sv on, 
but suppose foreign nations told us to eat all 
our own wheat! 
ANOTHER POINT 
was that it was not the depredations of the 
Alabama and other Rebel cruisers which broke 
up our mercantile marine, but that, during the 
three years after the close of the War, under 
unwise Navigation laws, it fell off almost entire- 
ly. Why should not an American citizen be 
allowed to buy ships abroad wuen he was allow- 
ed to purchase everything else where he chose? 


He would support the resolutions. 
MR. DORR 


said the reason why the commerce of the coun- 
try was depressed after the War was that we 
had none. Other countries had got our business 
and our ships. And that was why we had none 
to-day. He would be the last man to restrict 
the liberties of the American citizen. There 
were in this country a large number 
of artisans, and it was a duty the 
Board owed to them to protect and stand 
by them in everything they could do that was 
equal to that done in other countries. If this 
country’s prosperity was to be restored by its 
shipping, as many claimed, by all that was fair, 
THE WORKINGMEN SHOULD PARTICIPATE IN ITS 
RESTORATION. 
Should it not be seen to that the everplus of 
Europe was not forced upon us? Was it not 
the citizen’s highest duty to do what he could 
to protect the labor element, and all that held 
the country together? The true rule was to 
pay the value of what we got. Would it not be 
wrong to allow men to pay 25 cemts on the dol- 
lar for ships and bring them to this country? 
it was right to get the best for one’s money, 
but he wanted to shut ous the “ ilegitimate 
class, —vessels only in name. 
MR. WINSOR, OF PHILADELPRL, 

had at one time favored the admission of tree 
ships, but was opposed to it now. At that time 
the prices of material and labor were high. The 
cost was much less on the Clyde than in this 
country, and he thought then it was for the 
benefit of commerce to admit ships free. Bat 
matters had changed very much since. Mate

rials and labor were low. Employment 
wanted for our mechanics: wee 


effect. It would prevent the

HIS OPINION 
was that no one would buy ships abread,—that 
the repeal would be perfectly useless. He re- 
membered before the War that the, cost of a 
vessel complete for sea was $60 a Now 
they could be built for $10 a ton less, as low 
as they ever could be built for in this 
country. He was opposed to the agitation of 
the matter at this time on another ground, 
which was that we were coming to atime when 
we would have, if we were prudent, a proper 
revision of the Tariff law. He believed that the 
Proteetionists and Free-Traders were both will- 
ing that the tariff should be modified. It was 
the introduction of such questions as this which 
AWAKENED ANTAGONISM 
between the parties, for this was a free-trade or 
protection matter, although the last resolution 
had been withdrawn. It raised the whole ques- 
tion of free-trade,—one which ought not to be 
raised now. It they would go on on 
good terms with each other, and 
have a Commission appointed in Con- 
gress to revise the tariff, they would get a 
revision that would benefit the whole country. 
This was of more importance than the repeal of 
the Navigation laws; and he had askea the 
gentieman from Boston (Mr. Hill) last night 
to withdraw the resolutions. They asserted 
that the laws were the cause of the decline of 
American céf#merce,—that was, they did not 
name any othe cause for it. 
THE CAUSE OF THE DECLINE 

dated far anterior to our War. [Apolause.] 
He remembered tbe time when American ships 
were much better foreign ships,—much 
faster, and commanded by more enterprising 
and energetic men; aud at that time Ameri- 
can shipping bore the “game relation to 
the ships of other nations that steamships 
now bore to the shipping of the Whole world.

He ho that none of the 
existing restrictions w be removed, and 
spoke in favor of subsidies. . 

MR. W. E. EGAN, OF CHICAGO, 
said that, on behalf of the body whom he rep- 
resented, he should vote for the resolutions. 
AN AMENDMENT OFFERED. 
Mr. Buchanan offered the following as an 
amendment: 
Resolved, That the Navigation laws should be so 


introduced they took all the passengers and } amended as to allow the registration of — 


fine freight, and left nothing but the coarse 
freight to our sailing ships, and they came down 
to the level with foreign vessels. 
THAT WAS THE MAIN CAUSE 
of the decline, and their old position could not 
be recovered for our eail-ships, because pas- 
sengers and fine freight would always go by 
steamships. They must be content with 
coarser freight. As to steamsmps, he 
thought it was pietty plain why the 
English got the start of us. We nad 
built steamers exclusively for river navi- 
gation. On the contrary, the English first start 
in steam power was for the coest,—they had no 
rivers. So, when it was demonstrated that 
steam éould propel a ship across the ocean, they 
were prepared at once todothe work. Their 
mechanics had been trained to make that kind 
of machinery, and had experience.

He 
sbought the resolutions ought to be dropped on 
the ground, if on no other, that they were use- 
less, and Would prevent the adoption of meas- 
ures of much more importance.

MR. SNOW 
had noticed that the gentleman from Phila-~ 
delphia (Mr. Winsor) seemed to think that 
it was the Clyde they were aiming at, and that 
they wanted to buy iron steamers. This was 
not the case; the class of tonnage which they 
were looking for was wooden sailing vessels, 
which they would buy in St. John or wherever 
they could get them cheapest. 
MR. ROPES, OF BOSTON,

New Yors, Aug. 22.—Ex-Special Treasury 
Agent Jayne and those interested witb him in 
the prosecution of the prisoners he captured in 
Chicago, have been playing an exceedingly fine 
game during the past few days. The where- 
abouts of the alleged forgers bave 
been kept secret. Even the po- 
lice authorities ha ve been unable 
to learn anything about them. They arrived 
here on Monday afternoon in custody of officers 
who are unknown to the police, and were taken 
at once to the Gilsey House, Mr. dayne 
had come in on a previous train, and had secur- 
ed rooms for them with the privilege of not 
being registered.

THE KEOKUK CANAL. 


Its Formal Opening to Navigation Yesterday 
~Grand Celebration of the Event Misfor- 
tunes of Excursionists from St. Louis. 
Special Diapaich to The Tribune. 

KgoxukK, Ia., Aug. 22.—The canal around the 
Des Moines Rapids of the Mississippi River at 
this place was formally opened to navigation to- 
day. Business in the city was generally sus- 
pended, and the day almost entirely devoted to 
celebrating the event. 
were run on the different railroads cen- 
tering here, and brought large delegations 
of visitors. There was also a large attendance 
of people from the adjacent country, and by 
noon the streets were alive with strangers. Two 
o’clock was the hour fixed for the celebration to 
begin, but, owing to the difficulty experienced 
in getting the machinery to work just right at 
first, it was 5 o’clock before everything was in 
readiness for a start. At that hour the steamer 
Northwestern, of the Keokuk Northern Line, 
steamed up from below and entered the lower 
lock, which sbe passed through and joined the 
Government steamer Montana, which was 
lying. above the lock, having come through 
from the upper end. The two steamers, with 
about 500 excursionists each on board, then 
passed through the canal and locks, and re- 
turned. The start was witnessed by about 
5,000 people who thronged the shore, and the 
high bluffs above the bank of the river was also 
lined with veRicles and spectators for a dis- 
tance of two miles. The time occupied in 
making the round trip the entire length of 
the canal and returu was a little over 
three hours. The steamer Montana 
was locked th the middie lock 
in eighteen minutes. ing the delay at the 
start, which was caused by an accumulation of 
mud in the lowerlock.

The simple and unostentatious style of his 
journey, and his plain, frank, earnest man- 
ner, commend him to the old-fashioned peo- 
ple whom he meets. It is a cheering sign 
that the politicians are astonished, and al- 
ready acknowledge that he is vastly 
more popular than they had sup- 
posed. It is not difficult to ac 
count for this genuine popular outburst 


of enthusiasm. The people are not poli- 
ticians and don't goto conventions. 


It is 
only the implacables who attend them and 
seek to run the machine. The people are in 
sympathy with Civil-Service reform, and 
therefore in sympathy with the President, 
who is making a vigorous effort to carry it 
out and to purify the offices. The implaca- 
bles are the men who are in danger of losing 
offices, and therefore oppose the President 
and his policy. But for every Republican 
who has become disgruntled, scores of rank- 
and-file Democrats have come to his support. 
His splendid reception in New England 
shows that the masses of the people, irre- 
spective of party, are indorsing his course, 
and are determined to give him a cordial sup- 
port in his fight with corruption. The honest 
President has his warmest friends among the 
honest masses of the people. 


A significant advertisement appeared in 
Tun Trisune yesterday in the fo of a 
notification from the General Freight Agent 
of the Pennsylvania Road to parties having 
claims for goods destroyed by the mob at 
Pittsburg to put their claims into the hands 
of the attorneys of the Company and they 
will be presented to the authorities of 
Allegheny County without expense to the 
claimant, the county being responsible for 
the losses. This is one of the first fruits of 
mob violence and Communistic teachings. 
All the fruits have not been gathered yet. 
As a rule, in cases of this kind, capital and 
labor have to share equally. The losses oc- 
casioned by the Pittsburg mob foot up about 
56,000,000. One-half of this amount must 
be reimbursed by the capitalists who stood 
by and did nothing to stop the depredations 
of the mob, and one-half by the laboring 
men who were directly or indirectly respon- 
sible for burning and destroying property. 
This is the punishment that follows 
detiance of law and interference 
with the rights of others. One-half the 
losses occasioned by the workingmen in Al- 
legheny County must come out of their 
pockets. They have not even the consoling 
reflection that their destruction of property 
will bring them plenty of work in restoring 
it, as the Communists told them. The Com- 
pany will not build as it did before. It will 
economize in every direction. These men 
are now reaping the fruits of their own sow- 
ing. It will be well if it teaches them a les- 
son for the future.

The present attitude of the Russian army 
in Bulgaria does not bode well for the Turks. 
Had the latter followed up the immense ad- 
vantages they gained at Plevna, Tirnova, and 
Eski-Saghra in Europe, and at Delibaba and 
Zewin in Asia, they might have overwhelmed 
the Russians, driven them back into Rou- 
mania, and at least carried the war over into 
another year. Over three weeks have elapsed, 
however, and the Turks have maintained a 
position of masterly inactivity, giving the 
Russians time to reorganize their scattered 
forces and recover from the unexpected 
shock. They have perfected their lines of 
communication and increased their supplies. 
Reinforcements are pouring down to the 
Danube in hot haste. The National Guard 
and the Landwehr have been called out. The 
Turks have concentrated their forces, but 
the Russians have both concentrated 
and increased their forces, They have 
quickly learned the lesson of the disaster at 
Pievna. They have seen the folly of attack- 
ing an enemy behind 


heaviest cannon. The twe armies are now 
concentrated in such close proximity that 
collision cannot be averted much longer. If 
it be true that the Russian cavalry has sev- 
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terru his supplies, and that the Russian 
— the Turkish, the probabili- 
ties are in favor of Russian success.

Every taxpayer of 
Cook County is watching the friendly Com- 
missioners, and any hesitation or faltering 
will be duly noted for future reference. 


THE NATIONAL-BANK CIRCULATION. 

There is a widespread popular prejudice 
against the issue of currency by the National 
Banks. The objection is not that the bank- 
notes are unsafe, or in danger of being re- 
pudiated or not redeemed; that was the 
popular objection in former times against 
State-Bank currency. The notes of the 
present banks are so superabundantly secured 
that they pass freely at par with greenbacks 
in all parts of the country, and not a dollar 
of this currency has been lost by bank 
failures under this system. 

The popular objection takes this form: 
that certain men combine their capital, pur- 
chase bonds with it, deposit these bonds at 
Washington and receive 90 per cent of their 
face value in bank-notes, which notes 
they loan to their customers, which 
proceeding ‘is styled to be a loan 
by the banks to the Government at 
interest of money which the Government 
has let the banks have without interest. It 
is difficult to understand this logic, but it 
seems to proceed on the theory that the 
bonds owned by the banks and deposited in 
Washington as security for the redemption 
of their notes belong in some way to the 
Government. 

We are stating the view taken by some 
people of the operation, and on this view of 
the case rests the popular demand that this 
bank-note currency be prohibited, and that 
the Government issue all the paper currency. 
The fallacy of this reasoning is apparent to 
any man who will ascertain and study the 
facts; nevertheless there are tens of thou- 
sands of persons who are sincerely convinced 
that the Government actually pays the banks 
a bonus for issuing their notes, when the Gov- 
ernment might as readily issue the notes di- 
rectly. 

Taz Curcaco Trrsune does not favor a 
continuance of a bank-note currency because 
of any interest in banks or in those owning 
them, or any affection for them. The banks 
are no longer a monopoly, but may be or- 
ganized anywhere and at any time, by any 
persons having the minimum of capital re- 
quired. If there were any means whereby 
the Government could furnish the country a 
sufficiency of currency which would circulate 
at par with coin, and thereby admit coin into 
general circulation, there would not be the 
slightest objection to retiring the bank-note 
circulation. Nothing is more certain than 
that a coin currency will not circulate with a 
paper currency, unless the latter be at par, 
and that requires it to be convertibie on de- 
mand into coin. The issue of legal-tender 
notes was a necessity of the War. It was lit- 
erally ‘‘ war-money”; it was an appeal to an 
extreme measure, warranted by the Consti- 
tution only by an overwhelming necessity. 
This war-money was issued as follows: By 
the act of Feb, 25, 1862, $150,000,000; by 
the act of July 11, 1862, $150,000,000 ; by 
the act of March 3, 1863, 8100, 000, 000; to- 
tal war-money, $400,000,000. This last act 
contained a pledge that no more than $400,- 
000,000 should be issued, and the same act 
took from this money its convertibility into 
bonds. Afew of these notes were retired 
after the War, and when the panic took place 
in 1873 some portion of those withdrawn 
were reissued. In 1873 there were outstand - 
ing $356,000,000, which was increased dur- 
ing the panic to $384,000,000. The original 
limit, however, was never exceeded. 

Since the War, the question of the power 
of the Government in time of peace to make 
anything but gold and silver coin a legal- 
tender has been judicially passed upon by the 
Supreme Court. The power to make the 
national notes a legal-tender in payments by 
the Government and between individuals 
was affirmed by a bare majority of the Court, 
as &@ war measure, not resulting from any di- 
rect power in the Constitution, but from the 
right to resort to any measure in time of 
war, made necessary by the public exigencies. 
Accordingly, there was an unanimous opin- 
ion that, independent of the state of war, 
and in time of peace, Congress had no power 
to make irredeemable greenbacks a legal- 
tender in payments between individuals. 
Under these circumstances, leaving out of 
view the obligation to withdraw the legal- 
tender. paper issued under the exigencies of 
a war long since terminated, the original 
| limit of $400,000,000 for the issue of green- 
‘backs may be said to be irrevocable. It can- 
not be exceeded without changing the Con- 
stitution. To prohibit bank-note circulation 
would therefore reduce the paper currency 
at the utmost to $400,000,000. We do not 
know that this would not be sufficient if 
that paper could be supplemented by coin, 
which would enter into circulation if the 
greenbacks could be maintained at par with 
specie. But that has been repeatedly demon- 
strated to be an impossibility. No Goyernment 
has ever been able to maintain an ample cur- 
rency at par in coin, and for very obvious 
reasons. To put the currency at par, it must 
be redeemable in coin on demand, and, if 
redeemable in coin on demand, the Govern- 
ment has no means whereby it can keep it in 
circulation, or put it out after once redeem- 
ing it, and be prepared to redeem it again 
and again on demand. Therefore, a Gov- 
ernment currency to the amount of $400,- 
000,000, or any sum of such magnitude, can- 
not be maintained at par, and, being depre- 
ciated, it will exclude the gold and silver coin 
from circulation. All depreciated paper is 
of necessity subject to fluctuation, often 
violeat, selling at half a dozen rates even in 
a single hour. To prohibit bank-notes 
would be to contract the paper currency 
nearly one-half, and leave the other half 


depreciated to the exclusion of coin. hetire 


| the bank-notes and we shall have only four 


hundred millions of paper currency left, 
which will be a contraction of nearly three 
hundred millions, If the Government under- 
takes to exceed the four hundred million 
limit of forced or war money, it will not be 
received by creditors, and the courts will up- 
hold their refusal. Can the country get 
along with four hundred millions of irre- 
deemable, fluctuating currency ? 

If there were no greenbacks it would be 
possible to have the banks maintain a cur- 
rency equal to coin, in which case the 
country would have all the currency and all 
the coin needed, and both circulating freely 
at equivalent values. 

We do not understand the banks as being 
very tenacious of the privilege of having a 
note circulation,—certainly. not the city 
banks. The Chicago banks, for instance, 
show how little value they place on circula- 
tion. On the 22d of June, 1877, their 
statement, as compared with like dates in 
1876 and 1875, was as follows: 

June, 1877..$27, 299, 887 8 870,000 $1,440, 030 
June, 1876. . 27,784,043 12,219,000 1,693,320 
June, 1875.. 32,670,487 11,861,994 2,803,400 

It wil) be seen that within two years the 
National Banks of Chicago have voluntarily 
surrendered one-half of their note circula- 
tion. Of the fourteen banks included in this 
statement, eight have reduced their circula- 
tion tothe lowest sum permitted by law, 
. viz.: $45,000 each. More than half the circu- 
lation is held by two banks. The same policy 
of surrendering their notes has been followed 
in nearly all the large cities, aad the reason 
is, that the note circulation, under existing 
taxes and restrictions, is of no profit to the 
banks. Since 1875 no less than $60,000,000 
of bank-note circulation has been surrendered, 
though new banks have been organized with 
a circulation of $23,000,000. The latest re- 
port of the Comptroller shows that, while the 
outstanding notes issued to the banks amount 
to $315,000,000, there are, in fact, but 8290, 
000,000 in circulation, there being $25,000,- 
000 locked up by the banks of their own 
notes. It may be that National Banks in the 
small towns find some profit in their circulat- 
ing notes. It certainly is not the case with the 
larger banks, which are steadily withdrawing 
their notes. The banks of Chicago, with their 
present capital, might have a note circulation 
of $7,500,000, instead of which they have 
less than $1,500,000, nearly one-half of 
which they are compelled by law to keep, 
and cannot surrender without surrendering 
their charters. The popular notion that this 
bank-note business is a source of immense 
profit to the banks is an immense delusion; 
nevertheless there is no delusion in which 
more ignorant faith is placed. 

The irredeemable legal-tender notes being 
constitutionally limited to $400,000,000 of 
‘* war-money,” the prohibition of bank-notes 
would reduce the currency to thatsum. As 
it is impossible to keep these notes at par so 
long as they are irredeemable in coin, and 
coin will not circulage with irredeemable and 
depreciated paper, therefore there would 
happen a contraction of the currency which 
would cripple all business, and reduce loans 
and discounts by hundreds of millions. 

It is but right to say that all the advocates 
of the prohibition of bank-notes do so on 
the assumption that such notes could be du- 
plicated by another issue of legal-tender 
greenbacks. This is shown to be legally im- 
possible, even if it were advisable. It is 
argued that the sovereign power has absolute 
and exclusive right to make the currency of 
the nation. Our Government has no such 
power. It has the power to establish the 
denomination of coins and to fix their 
weight and their degree of fineness, and to 
place upon coin the stamp verifying 
that it has these legal qualities. It 
can make coins legal-tender, but 
in time of peace it cannot make more prom- 
ises to pay, whether issued by the Govern- 
ment or banks, a legal-tender in payments 
between individuals. So, therefore, the ad- 
vocates of the abolition of bauk paper are 
practically laboring to reduce the currency 
of the country tu a sum which cannot be in- 
creased beyond $400,000,000, and that of a 
character which must exclude the circulation 
of coin. But if some method could be de- 
vised to make this war-money equal to 
specie to the holder, so that the holder could 
always get specie for it, then coin would cir- 
culate freely, and, added to the $400,000.000 
of war-notes, would furnish the country 
enough money for its business wants. In 
that case, we shall join with others to have 
the bank-notes retired from circulation, if it 
be seen that the public interest will thereby 
be promoted. 


THE FRENCH METRIC SYSTEM. 

The advantages of the French system of 
weights and measures are easily stated and 
understood. The unit is not arbitrary, but 
natural. It is not derived from barleycorns, 
or the width of a man’s thumb, as the 
English inch is said to be; or from the 
length of a man’s foot for twelve inches ; 
or his forearm, as in the case of the 
Hebrew cubit; or from the finger’s breadth, 
the nail, the span, or the pace for 
the yard, whence have arisen nearly 
allthe systems of measurement known to 
the human race. The metre, or unit of 
linear measure, is nearly one ten-millionth 
part of a quadrant of the earth’s meridian ; 
the litre, or unit of capacity, is the cube of 
the tenth part of a metre; and the gramme, 
or unit of weight, is that weight of distilled 
water which fills the cube of the one-hun- 
dredth part of a metre. There is for all 
practical purposes but one unit, which is a 
natural and mathematical one, easily re- 
placed if lost, .and easily comprehended 
when adopted. The metric system is ex- 
panded for use by divisions and mul- 
tiples on the decimal system of no- 
tation, and in practice is simple and 
accurate. It removes half the terrors from 
arithmetic, and saves an incredible deal of 
labor and time in teaching. The English 
and American children are confused with the 
ounces, drachms, scruples, pennyweights, 
and grains of the Troy weight, apothecary 
weight, and avoirdupois weight; liquid 
measure and dry measure ; and a complicat- 
ed system of linear measure, proceeding by 
no regular ratio, and involving fractions 
even in its simplest divisions. There are 
three kinds of miles, two kinds of tons, and 
two different hundredweights. Merely to 
remember the tables of measure requires an 
effort, and it is no exaggeration to say that 
few, even among educated people, can re- 
peat them all, or perhaps half of them, in 
mature years, without errors. The acquisi- 
tion of these facts is no more difficult under 
the metric system than is the learning of our 
own decimal denominations of money, which 
every schoal-boy can testify is by comparison 
a delight. 

We have been at some pains to state the 
advantages of the metric system because its 
adoption has been strongly urged in this 
country, and because there is an important 
reservation to be made in the consideration 
of the subject. Advocates of the metric 
aystem need to be reminded that a revolu- 


tion was required to bring it into existence. 
The tenures of land in France were swept 
away almost by one consent when the metric 
system was put in operation. It was a small 
matter to the nobles whether their land was 
measured by metres or arpents if it was all 
to pass ultimately into the possession of 
sans-culottes. The new proprietors, too, were 
not particular about measurements. They 
had rough notions of liberty, equality, 


past, and 

at all hereditary rights. The situation in 
America is different. We have established 
institutions, recorders, titles, and fees that 
cannot be disturbed. We have an extensive 
and established land system, founded on sur- 
veys as old as the Republic. The expense, 
to say nothing of the litigation, involved in 
aresurvey of the American Continent, is a 
consideration of vital importance. Our land 
system is based on the rod as a unit of meas- 
urement. The section is a mile square, 
measuring 320 rods on each side. A farm of 
a quarter of a section—a very usual 
size—measures 160 rods, or half a mile, 
each way, and contains 160 acres. This again 
is divided into eighty or forty acre lots, 
measuring 80 by 160 and eighty by eighty 
rods each way; and into ten-acre lots, which 
are forty rods square, the division finally 
terminating in lots of two and one-half 
acres, of twenty rods each way, and 
known in real-estate parlance as “ acre 
property.” The division from the 
section down is always by fours. 
Below acre property town lots are usually 
measured by feet and inches,—so many feet 
front and deep. The confusion that would 
arise from the change of denominations and 
terms from English feet to French metres in 
the case of city lots can be easier imagined 
than described (the metre being 39 inches 
and 37-100 long). Our system of land-meas- 
urement has been in operation since the or- 
ganization of our Land Department three or 
four generations ago, and the units on which 
it depends are co-extensive with the Anglo- 
Saxon race. In Russiaalso the inch has been 
adopted as the basis of linear measurement. 
The overturning of so vast a system as this, 
used by a race of 100,000,000 scattered over 
the world, is not a matter to be undertaken 
hastily or inconsiderately; and those who 
elamor for the adoption of the French metric 
sytem, without exceptions, need to give the 
subiect deeper study than they have yet seen 
fit to bestow upon it. 

Tue objections to the adoption of the met- 
ri) system in the measurement of lands and 
lots do not apply, except in comparatively 
slight degree, to weights or measures of 
capacity, and not to measures of linear di- 
mensions which are only for temporary pur- 
poses. The litre and its decimal subdivisions 
and multiples may well take the place of the 
dry and liquid measures at present in use. 
The gramme might also be substituted 
for the pound without danger. Perhaps 
no inconvenience would arise from the use 
of the metre in ordinary mercantile transac- 
tions, while the inch, the foot, the rod, and 
the mile might remain as the units of dis- 
tance and of land measurement. The yard 
is not used in measuring land or the rod in 
measuring cloth; they are seldom brought 
into close relations with each other. If the 
metre should take the place of the yard, no 
disturbance of land vaiues would ensue, and 
great convenience might follow m other di- 
rections. The French system, it is perfectly 
obvious, may be adopted safely in any trans- 
actions that are passing or merely tempo- 
rary in their nature. But any application 
of it which affects descriptions and metes 
and bounds of real estate involves an enor- 
mous undertaking, not to be lightly assumed, 
or, once assumed, easily accomplished. 


BRITISH IMPORTS AND EXPORTS. 

If anything were needed to show that the 
prosperity of a country does not depend 
upon the ostensible excess of imports over 
exports, the returns of the British Board of 
Trade would suffice. The year 1876 was 
peculiar in the financial history of Great 
Britain. The imports exceeded the value 
for any previous year, while the exports 
were less than in any year since 1870. The 
difference between the value of the imports 
and that of the exports amounted in round 
numbers to £126,000,000. This is a sum 
equal to a year’s revenue of France, national 
and local. 

In view of these figures, the question arises, 
„How does Great Britain meet this enor- 
mous annual balance against her?” The re- 
ply is twofold. In the first place, a large 
part of the balance is fictitious. The exports 
are reckoned at the highest rate and the im- 
ports at the lowest. The value of an ex- 
ported article is estimated at London. Liver- 
pool, Glasgow, Belfast, and other points of 
embarkation, and the basis of the appraise- 


ment is the price at the point of manufac- 


ture plus the carriage to the seaport. No 
allowance is made for the cost of transpor- 
tation from England to the place where the 
article is consumed. Coal, for instance, is 
exported at an appraised value of 10 shillings 
a ton, while it is sold at its destination for 
20 to 30 shillings. A similar difference oc- 
curs in the case of every article sent out of 
the country. Now, the cost of transporta- 
tion, including insurance, freight, etc., 
enters into the value of the exports; 
and, since the carrying trade is chiefly in 
British hands, the profit derived from it 
must be added to the national balaace. The 
case of the imports is different. They are 
estimated, on their arrival in England, at 
their original value plus the cost of transpor- 
tation and insurance. The rule consequent- 
ly works in both ways, swelling the apparent 
difference between exports and imports by 
each operation. Another circumstance con- 
tributing to the same end is want of accu- 
racy in the Custom-House returns. It is 
comparatively easy to ascertain the value of 
all imported articles, but many goods 
slip out of the country without 
the knowledge of the officers. There 
is no export duty, and officers 
“cannot be got to exercise a high degree of 
vigilance merely for statistical purposes. 
The statistics of the exports of bullion, not 
from England only, but from all countries, 
have long been notoriously inaccurate, 
Eliminating from the apparent balance 
against England all the purely fictitious ele- 
ment, we still find there is a large excess of 
imports over exports unaccounted for. The 


! vestments. In other words, the interest on 


investments made during the past hundred 
years or more and still running must exceed 
the investment of any one year. 

It seems sufficiently clear that British im- 
ports do largely exceed the exports, even if 
not so largely as appears from the Board-of- 
Trade reports, and that the interest returns 
from foreign investments are sufficient to 
make good the balance.

The “ indirect taxation ” consists of duties 
on imported foreign goods and excises on whisky 
and tobacco. From those three sources are 
derived nine-tenths of the revenue which sup- 
ports the National Government. The so-called 
‘‘workingmen ” want to place whisky and all 
imports on the free list, and substitute therefor 
income taxes and drect taxes on property. 
Direct taxes under our Constitution mean land 
taxes, and this land tax must be levied upon 
the States according to their representative 
population—in other words, in proportion to 
their number of. members of Congress. Do 
they suppose that the farders and planters and 
real-estate owners of the United States would 
consent to a land tax of 5150,000, 000 a 
year! And would the Protectionists consent to 
absolute free trade and land tax? We sball say 
nothing of the views of those who wauld be 
called upon to pay one bundred millions a year 
of income tax in order that liquor-drinkers and 
tobacco-chewers could have cheap wiisky and 
cheap cavendish. The Communists will have 
to do considerable agitation before. they win 


over tne farmers to the land tax. Perhaps they | 
intend to burn them out of house, barn, and 


corn-crib to bring them to reason, as violence 
and incendiarism appear to be two of their 
means of convincing opponents. 


The Communists resolve against all Patent 
laws, and demand their repeal, and also for ab- 
solute free trade. How do they propose to 
compete with nations which foster and encour- 
age labor-saviug mvyentions! An exchange per- 
tinently observes:

‘Phat is to say, they pro- 
pose no inducement to that inventive genius which 
in machinery has given the United States precedence 
among the nations of the earth, and which to-day 
enabies her people to successfully compete wiln 
Eugland in ner own markets in certain lines of do- 
mestic manulacture. If men are not to be pro- 
tected by patents upon the products of their me- 
chanical ingenuity, —proaucts some of which have 
been the lavor of years of taought and experiment, 
thou we shall soon cease to vccupy the exalted 
position conceded to American ingenuity and ill.

IN THE BALKANS. 
NEWS MEAGRE.

monopolize public attention, although news 
from there is extremely scanty, owing 
to the fact that all special correspond- 
ents have been returned to Bucharest, and 
we are thus dependent upon official tele- 
grams, which are always meagre and un- 
satisfactory. Thus, this morning, it is re- 
ported that no less than forty battalions of 
Turkish troops under Suleiman Pasha at- 
tacked the Russian position at Schipka 
Pass Tuesday, while at the same 


time a body of Turks from Osman 


Pasha’s army advanced from Loftcha. These 
movements, if they had been conducted with 
any degree of energy and co-operation, must 
have seriously threatened the troops left by 
Gourko for the defense of Schipka Pass. It 
is probable, however, that they were made 
without previous understanding, and only 
happened to occur the same day 
BY MERE CHANCE. 

It is to be expected that there was no concert 
of action shown by the comparative ease 
with which they were repelled by the Rus- 
sians. Suleiman Pasha, who seems certainly 
alive to the necessity of closing communica- 
tion with Mehemet Ali, will make strenuous 
exertions to push the bulk of his 


troops through the Balkans by the Pass of 
the Iron Gate, which lies about thirty miles 


eastward of Shipka. Through this defile 
rans a road which leads from Adrianople by 
Elena and Eski-Djuma to Shumla, and it 
affords a comparatively easy route for the 


passage of an army. 
THE IRON GATE 


is not, as far as known, held, or even 
watched, by the Russian detachments, and 
Baker Pasha is, with a brigade of cavalry, at 
Eski-Djurna ready to cover the heads of Su- 
leiman's columns as they emerge from 
the mountains. The iatest information 
from Bucharest tells us that the Turks have 
brought the heavy guns from the parapets 
of Widin, and mounted them on the works 
at Plevna. This would seem to betoken an 
intention on the part of Osman Pasha to 
hold firmly the position in which he has 
already repulsed two Russian assaults. 


THE GREAT ARMIES. 
CUTTING THE RAILWAY. 

Lonpow, Aug. 22.—A dispatch from Bucharest 
says 18,000 Turko-Egyptian troops are attempt- 
ing to cut the railway between Kustendji and 
Tehernavoda, and that troops from Silistria are 
making at attack on Kustendje from the other 
side.

A dispatch from Shumla says the Turks as- 
saulted and carried the works of the enemy at 
Schipka, taking possession of the village, and 
pursuing the Russians out of the pass.

FINANCIAL. 


Never was the mutual dependence of one depart- 
ment of business on anether more evident than the 
condition of things reported by the banks yester- 
day. For a week or more previous, increasing ac- 
tivity was clearly noticeaole from day to day. The 
orders from the cuuntry for currency were a marked 
feature, city customers were arranging for in- 
creased accommodations, most of the banks were 
ordering currency from the Bast, and generally a 
large fall trade seemed to be giving promise of its 
almost immediate presence. Yesterday all was 
changed, and, with the exception of rou- 
tine counter business, little or 
je doing lt looks like Sunday at the 
Ranks. Why is all this? Within the last 
two days cash wheat has gone up just about 10cents 
per bushel. The way that operates to put a quietus 
on business at the banks may be illustrated as fol- 
lows: Commission men ard shippers may have or- 
Gem to boy and ship wheat, for m- 
stance, at $1.02. On Tuesday a rise was reported 
of six cents fot cash wheat, and yesterday it rose 
about four more. Of course, buyers for shipment 
were forced to stop as soon as it went above 31. 02, 
and wait for orders from principals in New York 
or Liverpool. Hence no bilis are made by those 
who were to buy inside of the limit of $1.02, and of 
course the banks got no offerings. Hence, while 
a sharp rise sew the Board of Trade crazy, for the 
time being, it makes business very dull at the 
banks. Steady prices, if satisfactory to holders 
and purchasers, make an active business all round. 
They will doubtless pe reached in a day or two. 

Rates of discount do not vary from day to day. 
We quote 8@10 per cent as the range, the lower 
being the usual figure to customers for satisfactory 
offerings. Call loans about 6,—not 8, as errone- 
ously printed yesterday. Street rates nominal at 
8@18, with littie doing.

this month. Other breadstaffs were irregular, rye 
anil barley being stronger, and provisions were 
weak under larger supplies of hogs. The weather 
tended to strengthen grain, as it threatened to 
further diminish the volume of receipts of bread- 
stu fis. 

Dry goods were fairly active. For the season 
the volume of businesd is large, and the market 
displays a firm and healthy tone. Stocks are large 
and finely assorted, and the season now just open- 
ing bids fair to prove the most satisfactory that our 
jobbers have experienced fora number of years. 
Groceries were moving on a generous scale, and 
for most lines the tone of the market was fairly 
firm. Prices ranged substantially the same as at 
the beginning of the week. The butter market 
was quoted easier for low grades, but for good to 
choice qualities the feeling was firm, the demand 
fully equaling the supply. Cheese met with a mod- 
erate demand at previous quotations. Nothing spe- 
cially new was developed in the dried-fruit mar- 
ket. Fish were in good request at former prices. 
There waé a liberal movement in leather at firm 
rates. Bagging, tobacco, coal, and wood were 
quoted steady. Oils were reasonabiy active, with 
prices generally firm. Turpentine is advancing. 

The cargo lumber market was rather quiet and 
firm. The offerings were small. The yard market 
was active and steady. Some grades are firm, and 
if the demand continues to improve, fencing and 
some oth-r qualities of dry stuff wili probably ad- 
vance in price. Drags and chemicals were generally 
steady. The demand for wool and broom-corn 
continues moderate. Timothy seed declined 5@ 
Jc per bu under heavy offerings, and was mod- 
erately active during the latter part of the day. Flax 
was easy, and other seeds nominal. The offerings of 
green fruits were large, and the good stock sold 

readily to loca) buyers and shippers to the interior 
towns. Poultry was slow and easier, and eggs 
were firm. 

Lake freight were moderately active and un- 
changed, at 4c forcorn to Buffalo. The business 
was mosily done near the close of the session, 
shippers holding off till late in hopes of inducing 
a large concession. Room was taken for 31, 000 
bu wheat, 256,000 bu corn, 42,000 bu oats, and 
24. 000 bu rye. 

Through freights to New York by lake and rail 
were quoted at 15c on wheat, 14e on corn, and 10¢ 
on oats. 

Rail freights were firm at previous rates. Grain 
was quoted at 30c per 100 Ibs to New York, and 
35c to Boston and New England points. Rates on 
boxed meats were quoted at 5c above grain figures. 

BUTTER. 

The Daily Commercial Bulletin of this city pre- 
sents the @bstance of statements received from 
numerous points in the West in answer to ques- 
tions as to quality, stocks, and prospects of but- 
ter. The stocks on hand are about 30 per cent 
mort than a year ago, and the quality much supe- 
rior. The Bulletin says: 

The prospects for fall make of butter at the time of 
seceiving our replies were not very flattering, 
though our correspondents intimate that witn more 
freque nt rains the result might be more encourag- 
ing tran the present aspeet would warrant. From 
many sections our reports state that the drought has 
already checkéd the manufacture of batter, and in 
some places where they usually have a surplus sup- 
ply, they barely have sufficient to supply their own 
consumptive wants. Farmers in some instances 
have been compelled to provide feed for their cows 
—their pastures drying ap—and drive cattie lon 
distances to water, s,»owing the scarcity and nee 
of ram. From present ind cations the outlook for 
the fall make 1s not as favorable as last year. Kain 
ia no aoubt greatly needed to ineure the second 
growth of grass, and unless the country is blessed 
with copious showers, a large shortage in the fall 
make is generally anticipated. The reports of dry 
weather do not seem to be confined to any partica- 
lar section. but appear to be quite general from all 
points, north, west. east, and south vf Chicago.

Comptroller Farwelt—I have taken a good deal of 
pains to investigate this Canal Redemption Fund, 
and have consulted with the Law Department in 
reference to the nature of this account. I am ad- 
vised that the Canal Redemption Fund u nota 
specia! fund, nor a trust fund in the legal sense of 
the term, nor in the sense with which the city 
charter treats certain special funds, like 
the Police, Life, and Health Funds, the 
Persona! Redemption Fund, or the 
City Bridewell Fund, and Special Assessments and 
Water Fund. While this money was received from 
the State, it was not State money strictly. It was 
money refunded to the city for advances previous- 
ly made by the city. It was received by the city 
on certain conditions which, of course, we admit, 
and it has always been the purpose of the city to 
use a portion of that money for the construction of 
the City-Hall. But we cannot go beyond the pro- 
visions of the city charter in regard to certain spe- 
cial funds, and, while this Public Bullding Fund is 
credited to the amount of the o deposit 
less what has been expended, still there is 
not sufficient money in the Treasury, nor has 
there been since December, 1873, to make good 
the Building Fund or other fundsin full. In De- 
cember, 18 Mr. Gage failed to turn over the 
roper amount of money to his suceessor which 
should have had on hand. It ne had had all his 
books called for it would not have been sufficient 
to have given all the funds which had a credit on 
his books-the amount which was called for by 
some 51.

The Sugar Frauds—Proposed Civil.Service 
Reforms—Secretary Raums Circular Modi- 
fied—The Recent Spanish Outrages.

Wasuinoton, D. C., Aug. 22.—The trouble 
about the colored sugar controversy is not yet 
ended. The New York importers have large 
quantitics on hand, imported, as they claim, in 
strict accordance with the letter of the law as to 
the color standard. They have served notice 
upon the Treasury Nee through 
their agents, that they shall con- 
test ay attempt either to seize 
and reassess the dues upon the sugar already in 
the custody of the custome officers, or which 
may arrive after Oct. 1. The chemist who has 
inspected samples of the artificially-colored 
sugar from different parts says that the coloring 

cau be easily rubbed off with a towel, and that a 

pure, refined rock-ervstal sugar ia then re- 


vealed. 

Among the new Civil-Service schemes which 
will be formally presented to Congress in a bill 
is one which embodics these principles: First, 
a fair appointment of all civil offices not other- 
wise provided for by the Constitution and laws 
among the Congressional districts of the sev- 
eral States; second, open local and competitive 
examinations to fill vacancies to be held in the 
@stricts, the quotas of which are not full; 
third, careful regulations to secure the exami- 
nation of none but worthy and competent per- 
sous, fourth, the appointment of a commission 
to supervise ard entorce regulations governing 
appointments to the Civil-Service. 

Acting Secretary McCormick overruled one

Accordingly, Commissiouer Raum has 
been compelled to issue another circular to-day 
reversing the one sent out yesterday to that ex- 
tent. Itis perhaps worthy of comment, in con- 
nection with this circular of Commissioner 
Raum against nepotism in office, that he him- 
self last week appointed a brother to a 
position as Inspector, or something of that 
sort, to investigate the value of property taken 
by Government, at a compensation of $5 a day 
and expenses; but this circular against nepo- 
tism, issued by the Commissioner is directed to 
Collectors of Customs, and does not mention 
the.

It appears that one purpose of Gen. Garfleld’s 
visit here was to make inquiries as to the raid 
upon John d.

DR. BARLL CAUGHT AGAIN. 
Dr. Charles Earll, the most notorious of Chicago 
abortionists, who has been accused time and 
again of the crime, and was only released from a 
one year term in the Penitentiary a year ago, was 
yesterday afternoon arrested by Detective Flynn 


upon the same old charge. Earl] profits not by his 
past experience, and must therefore be consid- 
ered an incorrigible abortionist, of whom 
the public is well rid at any price. Away back in 
the War-times he kept aden of infamy on Kiuzie 
street. Since that time he has grown gray in 
wature and in his nefarious crimes also. As he lay 
last night in the Madison Street Station cell, he was 
the exact figure of a Marsyas, —flayed so often that 
the last faying found no skin upon the flesh. Ue 
is inured to punishment, and cares nought for 
it, save for the time it keeps bim from 
practicing abortion, his favorite avocation, The 
case worked up against him by the police is minute 
in all its details, the whole making out 8s strong a 
prosecution that he will certainly go tothe Peni- 
tentiary once again. The particulars are plain and 
may be briefly told. A young girl named Mary 
Morgan, not yet 17 years of age, residing With 
her parents at No. 143 West Adams 
street, found herself in an awkward 
position. r and father were 
appealed to in the dilemma, and it was resolved to 
send the frowara young lady to Dr. Earil and have 
an abortion performed. It was considered better 
to risk the r creature's life, rather than the 
family should suffer the disgrace of owning a 
bas In some way this reached the ears of 
Officer Henry Smith. pon his information De- 
tectives Flynn and Lansing and the mysterious 
woman who worked the Brooke abortion case to so 
reat perfection, piped“ off the mother and 
ughter fromthe day of the conception of the 
plot. Two weeks ago last 2 were seen 
to enter the Doctor's office, No, 207 West Madison 
street, and were afterwards seen to emerge. The 
girl forthwith was confined to bed, and upon her 
the detectives concentrated all their efforts. A fa- 
vorable opportunity presented itself one day; the 
girl was greatly improved, and the mother had 
gone out visiting. The lady detective gained accees 
to the young lady, and gained a full confession 
from her. ‘hen the mother returned home, she 
was confronted with a figure bearing a police star 
upon its breast, who coaxed her into owning up to 
the truth of her daughter's confession. A warrant 
wae accordingly sworn out, and, after waiting;for 
seven or eight days. Detective Flynn 
yesterday succeeded in catching Earl) 
at his office. e was locked up 
at the station, but refused all information upon 
the matter. maintaining sturdlly that he knew 
nothing whatever concerning the case. The daugh- 
ter is now under experienced medica! skill, exact- 
ly who is not stated by tne physician's 
own request. She will recover undoubt- 
edly, and will testify to these particulars. 
Earl! was to receive $25 for the job, only $2 of 
which were paid down when the job was done, 
which is without doubt the cheapest butchery ever 
done inthis country. The instruments with which 
the deed was done have been identified by the girl 
and are in the ession of Detective Flynn. 

Sach in brief is the way the Chicago police are in 
the habit of trapping the abortionist. When Brooks 
was captured it was promised that more should be 
caught in the same net. Another has been caught. 
and again the promise has been made that sti!) oth- 
ers equally guilty will be entrapped before the good 
work is ended.

The different railroad companies terminating 
in this city have for along time been desirous 
that the Union Stock-Yard Company should 
own an independent line of road from the ter-

could be more evenly and satisfactorily trans- 
acted. Up to the present time the Stock-Yard 
Compauy has owned and operated a double 
track leading from the yards to the lake shore, 
connecting with the Illinois Central, Michigan 
Central, Baltimore & Ohio, and all roads com- 
ing in the city from the East and South, and 
has aiso a track running west to a connection 
with the Pittsburg, Cincmnati & 

Louis Railroad. This season, in order 
to _—s satisfy the Chicago, Burlington 
K* * Chicago & Northwestern, 
Chicago, Uwaukee & St. Paul, and others 
coming in from the North and West, it has pur- 
chased the right of way along the east side of 
the Great Eastern track, from Ogden avenue 
south to the city limits, sufficient to build there- 
on a double track. The construction of this 
road has been progressing for some days, and is 
now nearly completed. When this work is done 
the Stock-Yards Company will have a belt road

THE C.. B. & Q. 
The Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Railroad 
Company is now making some improvements 
which will give it when completed a double line 
from Galva to Sagetown, increasing greatly the

By the purchase of the kford, 
Rock Island & St. Louis Railroad the Burling- 
ton has secured a connection between Sagetown 
and Keithsburg.
